Most of the pictures | have of my Dad (at least 
here at home) are of him with my daughter (his 
grand-daughter) Kristen. I've attached some of 
those for you. 


As for a paragraph or two about my dad... 


This is from an e-mail | sent to all my friends the 
day Dad died: 


Most of you are also probably aware that my mom 
died on August 30, 2001. Losing both parents at 
such young ages is definitely hard but | know 
God's greater plan is at work so | do not question 
it. That being said, my biggest concern is that my 
daughter Kristen (who is 5 now) might grow up not 
remembering either of her paternal grandpar- 
ents. We'll do everything we can to keep the 
memories alive, but it'll obviously be difficult. Your 
prayers to help keep these memories alive in Kris- 
ten are appreciated. 


| know it is cliché, but | am definitely my father's 
son. Whereas my sister Sarah identified mostly 
with my mom, | was very close to my dad 
(although | obviously love them both). Whether it 
is the Ham Radio hobby or my career in the tech- 
nology/computer industry, | very much feel as if 
I've tried to follow in my dad's footsteps. He 
taught me my hard work ethic and later in his life 
stressed to me how important it was to not let that 
work ethic get in the way of your family. My dad 
gave me the opportunities that made me the man | 
am today. 


..and regarding his story from my point of view: 


My dad was a great man. He taught me so much, 
| see myself (especially as a parent) becoming 
more and more like him each day. One of the 
things | am most grateful for is that before his 
death, my Dad finally got to live out his 

dream. Although his family was always his first 
love, his dream was to build the ultimate Ham sta- 
tion and he finally did (although it took quite a jour- 


ney!). 


When | was 8 years old we lived in New Jersey. | 
remember my Dad's first attempt at putting up a 
tower. He had the hole for the foundation dug 
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only to realize that he couldn't put the tower where 
he had originally planned (I forget why, | think he 
ran into something a few feet underground). So, a 
few weeks later we dug a hole on the other side of 
the house. Within a month, my dad had his first 
tower. 


Unfortunately, within just a few short months, my 
Dad got the news from work that he was being 
transferred to California. The tower had to come 
down... 


After moving to Irvine, CA my Dad again tried to 
build a tower. He ran into fierce opposition from 
the city and our neighbors. He literally spent hun- 
dreds of hours and thousands of dollars meeting 
with neighbors, going to city council meetings, and 
applying for permits. After a long wait, he finally 
got his tower built. This was just when | was get- 
ting my license (I got my General when | was 9 
years old) and having a 55’ tower in the backyard 
was obviously pretty neat for a 9-year old new 
Ham! 


Unfortunately, we only had the tower up for less 
than a year when my parents divorced and the 
tower again came down. In the world of CC&R's 
within a few years he realized that he could no 
longer afford to store the tower and he had no hope 
of finding a place to put it back up. | specifically 
remember the day we sold that tower and the day 
we sold his coveted Henry Radio amplifier - those 
were hard days. 


Over the next few years he would occasionally get 
back in and out of Ham Radio. We'd have Butter- 
nut verticals in the backyard and dipoles literally 
hanging out the windows. | don't think my dad ever 
thought that he'd have a tower again. 


But thankfully, his dream did come true. The 
weeks and months that my dad spent erecting that 
last tower (actually, he had two!) were probably the 
best times of his life. Every time I'd come to visit 
he'd have a new antenna up. Over the last few 
years his shack grew from an office to a contesting 
dream station. Since he died I've seen hundreds of 
pictures that he took of his dream station and an- 
tennas. He literally got his dream. 


Since my Dad's death, some of his friends have 
suggested that | take over the KG6OK call sign (I'm 
KB6GFT now). | can't think of a more fitting tribute 
to my Dad. Although I'll never be the SUPERHAM 
that my dad was, I'll be sure that KG6OK lives on. 
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Herb sure was a great guy 
and a fine ham. We first met 
him years ago when he lived 
in Irvine and ask for help in 
obtaining a good antenna 
ordinance.
